Judge Brown delivered a lec­ 
ture of an hour in sentencing the 
prisoner. H unter sat through it with­ 
out emotion and at

advantage that had not !>een intro­ 
duced because he could not get his 
wetnesses here. 
H unter killed Sheriff G arrison in 
a pitched fight in a field near H itch­ 
cock after the sheriff, arm ed with a 
w arrant charging 
H unter 
with the 
m urder of a woman in Oklahoma City, 
had follow'ed the negro into Blaine 
county and had located him in the 
country. H unter fired seventeen shots 
in the battle, killing 
G arrison 
and 
wounding Fate Sanders, 
a 
deputy 
sheriff, 
himself 
receiving a 
wound 
chairm an of the Baptist state conven- 
ion escaped 
and 
was 
hunted 
by 
posses for several days. Three weeks 
ago he was captured in Arkansas.
